The present irvention is dreded to noirel gaming 
. de^fices and more p^ticiJl^^ 
prKsing at least one bonus Indicator capable of inci^^ 
at least one of a plurality of bonuses. 

BACKGROUMO OP THE INVgMTinil 

Games of chance have been enjoyed by people for 
thousands of years and have enfbyed wide^ead pop- 
ularfty in recent fimes^ Many people er^oy playvig a 
wide varl^ or games that they have not pl^ belbrei 
Playing new games adds to the exdtemem of this recre- 
aiionaf adh%parliajlariy when some for^ 
is invDlvedL As used hereim the term "gamingT and 
"gaining dei^es* are used to Mtete that spme form of 
wagering is involved and that players must make 
vvagers of valuer whether actual cwrency or. some 
equivalent of value, e.g., token or wedrt 

One popular game of cfance that has tong been 
efwed many players is the slot machine. Convav 
lionalV. a slot machme is corir»gured for a player to »^ 
something of value. e.g^ a standard denominatkm of 
cun^ency or house token or ot)>cr representatbn of cur- 
rency or aedt end then to permit the pl^er to activate 
the device whit^ causes a plurality of reels to ^ and 
uttfrnately stop to display a random corhbinalibn of 
some form of Hxlida, lor example; nunribers or symbols 
» thfe display contains one ol a preselected plurafity of 
winning combin ali oits. the machine r^eases money 
imo a payou chute or onto a aedtt meter for the player. 
For example; 9 a player Initially wagered two coins of a 
national currency and that player won a high payout. 

that player niay receive filly coins of trie same dehomh 
nation irt return. 

^ncB it is de^rabte to offer players games wNch 
the^ have not played before, it would be' desirable to 
provide a player with new games and additional oppor* 
tunHi€^ to receive wihne>g payouts. 

Those fomillar with ganes Involving winre'ng pay* 
outev such as lhJ» popular television game show entitled 
•IWHEEL OF FOflfTUNF wil realize that as players and 
observers watch a forge wheef spih and (^adually come 
to test ^eplayefs experience a heightened feeling of 
anticipation and excftement as the wheel Ss slowlhg 
. down to indfoate a possfole prize. 

ft woufct lherefbre aHo be des^e to provfcie a 

payout incScator whfoh is discernible by a player andfor 
other observers. 

SUMMARY OFTHE MYENTIOri 

Vinous embodiments of the present invention com- 
prise gaming devfoes having, a fsrst gaming unit eg., 
rotatable reels and at least one dtscernUe indicfo of a 
mechanical bonus payout indicator. According to the. 
most prefened embodimenks. the bonus payout ihdica- 
tor is clearly visiWete a player and is operabte when pri-

According to another preferred embodiment of ttw 
preserrt inventfoa the bonus indfoator is connected to a 
drive rnechaniimwhfoh gradually reduces the rate of 
spin of 0)0 bonus wheel before the bonus wheef stops; 

Sa other entod&nenis of the presem bvertibn 
comprise ganwig devices having efectronfo means lor 
displayfog indieia of rotatatsle reels such as a video

payout inctotor, such as a video screen. The preseft 
inventfon also conprises methods for playing a game of 
chance.

DETAILED D ESCRIPT10M 

The vanous embocfimenis of the present inventton 
are designed to protdde added exotement to a gaming 30 
device h order to increase the enjoyment tt> players and 
to serve as an added attraction to potential players. One 
prefen^ed embodimem of the present invention. iltus> 
Irated m fHX 1 , comprises a primary gamihg unit which 
comprises three rotataWe reels to. each of which com- 35 
prise apftjrafity of indicia on the perifshery mereqi The 
illustrated gamihg device oonprises a niechanicai lever 
12. coin M 14» curren^ 'validaior 16 and a credit card 
vaMator ia m a manner which will be recognized by 
those sMbed bi the art •eadi reel 10 is designed to 40 
rolale and thm step n order to visually tfsplay. at least 
on«:andprelefabry anMnt>e^ of indicia: If the o^cx^ 
of indte displ^red ^ the three reels is one of a prede* 
termfned pfciraBty of winning indicia sets, then the player 
can typically be provi(M with a winning payout ei^ 4s 
through con chute 20 which deposits winnings into a 

coin tmugh 30 or by increasing the piaiyer's oedfts in a 
creda window 40. 

Acconfing to one aspect of the present inventioa 
when the reels 10 display a particular MkiA set »ien* so 

the player is prbvWed wfth an opportunity for a bonus. 
■ According to thfe aiustrated ernbodiment of the preset 
»nvenlfea a* bonus actuator button 50 is placed In an 
operative state when reels 10 display a Ijonus indicia 
set 'A player must ihen depress bonus actuator 50 in 55 
order to start bonus rndcator 70 spinning. In the illus- 
trated efrt)od&nent bonus indicator 70 is in the form of 
a rotatable wheel The wheel may be a camivaHype 
wheel comjprKsihg pegs and a dapper or could take one 



or more other forms, such as a fanoM vvheel lypfcally 
used wa roulette gane as shown rn the embodimem of 
Fia2. The feeing surface of bonus indicator 70 of FIG. 
1 corhpnses tour cfetina areas bearing indicia ol the 
t)Onus payout to the player. In the iHuslrated mfbotS- 
ment the bonus indicator has areas mdtcating bonuses 
of $2&0a $50:00. Iioaoo. and S2.000^. When 
bonus mcficator 70 stopSL an indicator (not shown) wd) 
vxficate the area on ihe bonus wheel con^esDondtfig to 
the ambunts of the bonus to be prtwded to the player. 

In a manner wf^ wi9 be ^^predated by those- 
sloaed in the art bonus Mcator 70 cair be operatMy 
Knked to a >ayour mechanism whi0 pfoiWes a b(^ 
payout to a player through currency chute 20 or 1^ 
increase the amoum of winnings shoM in credit ^ 
dowr 40. As staled abdva-ihe payout of the bonus ind^ 
cator can be vt .add^ lo a standard payout by the 
primary gan^ unit or can be in place of the payout 
normaBy. associated wittt me prirnary ganttf>g unit 

Those lan^ vnih ^jntng and gaii>e shows; w9l 
appreciate thatplayers and observers typicaOy ejtp&l^ 
ence a heightened level of antidpatiOT and excitement 
as they observe one or more nwving objects approacfH 
bg a winning positioa It is therefore most preferred for 
the bonus indicator o!f the preserit inventibn lobe readSy 
discernible, agi. clearly visible- andTor audUe to the 
player. 

Accorcfing to another pr^erred embodiment of the 
present invention* a bonus indicatDr is connected to a 
electro-mechanical control uitit for estample a motor. 
whtct> gradually deaeases the rate of movement (tf the 
bonus imficalpr before the bonus MIcator stops. 
Accord&ig to IWs embod^nenl of the present OTvenlfen. 
playerscan be provided with a realistic sense (rf a totally: 
mechanical inidicator. Those s^'Ded in the art wiB appro* * 
date that such a control unit can also readily be con- 
nected to a random generator which w» randon^y 
select the virinning payout according to a predetenninecf 
frequency of occurrence lor each incSvklual bonus pay- 
ou, and then cause the bonus indfcator to stop at the 
desired area. 

According to another embodiment of the present 
invention, vvhen reels 10 dfeplayaai iridfcia set wtddi w« 
prdvide a bonus, the bonus indicator becomes adfvate^ 
ble but requires intervention t>y a house attendant such 
asa casino attendant in order to actuate the bonus M- 
cator* Accordihg.'to this em bod&nent of tfte present 
invention. tt)e casino is provided with greater coriM 
over the adiiatibn of the bonus b^lor and* 9 deskedl 
can accompany the actuation of the bonus indlcatof 
vwlh great fonfara It vwH be. appreciated that tf>e 
amounlsf of the bonus indicated in the figures are merely 
tor purposes of illustration and, » desired, one of the 
amounts on the bonus incficator can have a sign^icartly 
greater Value. For exanple, one of the areas on Ihe 
bonus tfxficator may correspond to a new aUtomoMe; a 
luxury vacation or a very large sum of moneyi. 

VVhBe the iBus^ted embocSment of the present 
invention in FIGl 1 is generally in ihe form of a rotatable 
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wheel, other visti^e; mechanical rntfida can be prt^

The embodiment of the present llrventfon Shistiafted . 
in FIGL 2 is consdered most preferable since il is 
beffeved that players prefer to see actual slot reels and 
an actual bonus, wheel spmrnng in a gaming device 20 
Othen less preferred embodiments are also possible 
while providing some of the adv^itages^of the present 
inventioa SpeoficaSy. H ts feasible to replace the spin- 
ning reels wHh other forms of standard gaming uivts. for 
exanple. a visitile incfida of reels or mcfioa of playing ^ 
cards, shown for example on a video screen. It is also 
pos$ft)le to replace the wheel with some other dtscerm- 
Ue indicia of a mechanScaf bonus indicator wKch ts 
operatrvely connected to the f ^ standard gaming unit 
and wNch either automatically ' commences or Is aduat-^ oo 
atile in response to the result provided by Ihe standard 
garnnng unit According to me present ivweniMMV boih of 
the standard^gaming unit and bonus irxficator are oon-

From the foregoing description; it wii be appreci- ss 
ated that embodiments of the joresent invention, wtuch 
are specificany direded to gevning and garning de^es^ 
comprise three different indicators. The most preferred 
enrtodimems comprise a primary (standard) gamtrig 
unQ. an adcfitional payout inctfcatoc.preferat^ the ^ 
fcm of a wheel* and a payout rnuft^er« VVhSft the illus- 
trated payout mul^er of the Slustrated embodiments is 
in the form of an electronical)y selected value* it is also 
wrthv) the scope of the present wwentidh to have amul- 
tpSer which inryolves some sIdR on the part of a player. 45 
For example; according to an addilionai preferred 
embodiment of the present iwention. a player 
actual projectiles, such as coHDS. at one or more targets ' 
in an effort to haease the value of the multiplier. In any 
of the embodimerfts of the present inventfon utilizing a so 
niiAiplfer. the multiplier can affect the value of a payout 
from the standard ganiing unit the additiohal payout 
incficator, or both the standard gaming unit and the pay- 
out indicator.
